The 
membership fee from the subordinate 
associations was increased to $20 in 
ord«r to raise the necessary funds for 
tho work.

Would Mean a Price of Ninety 


Ceats Per Ton for Mining 


Soft Coal. 


Columbus, Feb. 5.—(Special)—Hon. 


M. T> Ratchford, state labor commis- 
sioner, has returned from Indiana- 
polis, where he attended the conven- 
tion of the United Mine Workers of 
America, of which organization he was 
formerly national president. 


Mr. Ratchford says that the advance 


asked by the miners would mean an 
increase of 10 cents a ton in tho wages 
of Ohio miners, making their pay 90 
cents a ton. He thinks there would 
be no difficulty in securing the ad- 
vance if the demand were not compli- 
cated with the question cf the wages 
for the. machine miners and with the 
"run of the mine" problem. 
The 


miners wish to be paid for aii the coal 
mined while the operators insist on 
the use of a screen which, however, 
has been abandoned in Illinois.
